WHAT DID JESUS REALLY 
SAY?

“T have noticed that sometimes a 
saying of Jesus is recorded 
differently when it is reported in 
more than one Gospel. How can 
this be if the Bible is inspired?” 


I remember what a surprise it 
was when as a young man I 
discovered this very fact. I was 
studying a parallel edition of the 
Gospels and almost from the 
outset was faced with the 
problem that while the Gospel 
writers did not really change the 
gist of what Jesus said, they did 
not put out the same words in 
His mouth. Somehow I felt that 
where Scripture introduced a 
saying with the Formula “Jesus 
said” we should expect to have 
the very words of Jesus. 


I am not sure whether I would 
have been even more confused if 
I had known at the time that 
Jesus did not speak in the 
language in which the New 
Testament was written. At the 
very first stage of transmission 
translation into a _ foreign 
language was involved. 


It will be well to supply an 
example or two for purposes of 


comparison. 


Matt. 9:2: “Take heart, my son; 
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2:5: My son, your sins are 
forgiven.”” Luke 5:20: “Man, 
your sins are forgiven you.” 


Matt. 24:15: “So when you see 
the desolating sacrilege spoken 
of by the prophet Daniel 
standing in the holy place.” 
Mark 13:14: “But when you see 
Jerusalem surrounded by armies, 
then know that its desolation 
has come near.” 


It is obvious that these parallel 
passages are not verbally the 
same. It is also obvious that they 
communicate the same _ basic 
idea. The question raised is how 
we can accept the _ verbal 
differences and still maintain a 
doctrine of inspiration. It would 
seem that Jesus either said 
exactly what the Gospel writer 
wrote that He said or He did 
not. In that case, if Mark is 
accurate, how could Matthew or 
Luke give a different set of 
words? 


I believe it will be helpful to 
reflect that the doctrine of 
inspiration has to do with that 
Superintending activity of the 
Holy Spirit upon men chosen by 
God so that what they wrote is 
trustworthy and authoritative 
(cf. Carl Henry’s article on 
inspiration in Baker’s Dictionary 
of Theology, pp. 286-289.) 
Inspiration does not guarantee 
that the gospel writers recorded 
the ipsissima verba (the very 
words) of Jesus. It is 
theoretically possible that a 
Saying of Jesus could be 
accurately communicated by 
any one of several arrangements 
or words and phrases. Each 
would say the same but none 
would be exactly like another. 


Inspiration guarantees only that 
the way each writer chose to 
record the saying did not distort 
the meaning or in any way 
diminish the authority of the 
utterance. Inspiration provides 
us with an accurate and reliable 
account of what was said or 
done. The choice of individual 
words and their arrangement 
into meaningful phrases is the 
work of the writer. 


One additional consideration 
should be noted. Since we have 
none of the original documents 
of the New Testament how can 
we be sure that copyists down 
through the centuries have not 
distorted our Scripture? Once 
again, it is not the doctrine of 
inspiration that safeguards the 
transmission of the text. It can 
be argued, of course, that God 
Scripture would also see to it 
that it would be accurately 
preserved in transmission. We do 
have, however, thanks to the 
continuing labors of textual 
critics, a remarkably accurate 
restoration of the original text. 
Some 5,000 Greek manuscripts, 
in part or in whole, are available 
for the painstaking work of 
reconstructing a text which for 
all practical purposes does not 
authenticate the reconstructed 
text. The science of textual 
criticism has placed in our hands 
what must be considered as a 
working duplicate of the 
original. A highly accurate copy 
of the inspired original gives us 
full confidence that the sayings 
of Jesus as recorded by the 
synoptists provided us with the 
ipsissima vox (voice) Jesus if not 
his ipsissima verba.

Greetings in the name of our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


I have striven diligently to unselfishly lead our Church for the past 
twelve years. I have been honest in all of my dealings and I am 
not ashamed of my past performance because no man can 
truthfully say that I have been dishonest with the Church’s funds 
nor have I, intentionally, ill-treated anyone. If I Have made any 
mistakes, they have been honest ones and if I am made aware of 
them, I will humbly apologize and make restitution. 


Every project I have undertaken has been in the interest of the 
General Church and not for personal aggrandizement. For the 
past several years I have been trying to get the members of the 
Church to cooperate with me in the God-given vision of Saints 
Center. We have, through the support of a few of us, been able to 
purchase about seventy (70%) percent of the land needed for this 
development. It is, however, very crucial that we purchase, 
immediately, the remaining needed properties, especially since 
developers are concentrating on purchasing the same property we 
need. 


The thing, however, that makes it more crucial that we act at this 
time is some of the land we acquired was purchased from the 
Memphis Housing Authority with the understanding that we 
would make use of the land as we proposed within a certain time 
limit. That time limit has been revised several times and has 
presently expired. Thtrefore, we will either have to make use of 
the land now, or return it to the Memphis Housing Authority. 


I cannot build and develop Saints Center alone, neither can you. 
However, if each of us wduld do all we can for the expansion of 
the Lord’s work it would be a very easy task. As I am writing this 
letter I hear the air-hammers cutting out the concrete floor for 
updated fire escapes in our downtown headquarters, that we are 
in the process of renovating for the use of our “All Saints 
University” we hope to open in the not too distant future. 


The latest effort for fund raising put forth in our Church is a 
request for at least five-thousand (5,000) individuals or 
congregations, to donate one-hundred ($100.00) dollars per 
month for twelve (12) months. 


I am begging you to please be one of these regular 
contributors, whether monthly or weekly, with whatever amount 
you are able to send. I do, however, hope you understand that 
conttibutions have to be CONSISTENT and NOW. Make all 
checks payable to CHURCH OF GOD IN CHRIST - SAINTS 
CENTER.

Finally, hemorrhaging violently, 
I submitted to being rushed to 
the hospital. I entered the 
hospital with only two pints of 
blood in my body. I was later 
told no one had entered that 
hospital with that small amount 
of blood except those dying of 
blood cancer. Transfusions were 
given me. 


I could not find peace. I was 
straining for God’s presence.

You know, it’s a beautiful thing 
to be living for Christ. You can 
cast all your cares upon Him and 
totally depend upon Him to be 
there through it all. Just call on 
Him and He’ll be right there. 
Regardless of what you may be 
going through, remember these 
words: HAVE FAITH IN GOD. 
Remember that you are God’s 
child. He is looking out for you 
because you are His. Not 
every body has this promise--only 
those who have been born again 
and are of Christ (P.T.L.) 


That’s why, if you are truly of 
Christ, you ought to be glad He 
saved your soul. In Christ you 
are a Special person, that 


peculiar people (Deut. 14:2; Ps. 
135:4; Tit. 2:14; I Pet. 2:9.) ’m 
just glad to know that the spirit 
of Christ, (the Holy Ghost,) lives 
within me. And I just feel like 
sharing Him with everyone that I 
possibly can. 


Love is something you like to 
share with others. So let’s show 
the love of Christ in all that we 
say or do. Love is a language 
that the deaf can hear and the 
blind can see. Think about it! 


You know, if you don’t have 
Christ as Lord and Saviour in 
your life, I strongly encourage 
you to really get to know Him.

Yes, I too, can bear 
witness that HE LIVES! And it 
is because He lives that I can 
face tomorrow. (Praise The 
Lord.) 


I know for a fact that it’s 
nobody, but God, who can turn 
a 5 by 8 cell into a happy 
spirit-filled home. No where else, 
but in Christ, will you be able to 
find this kind of peace. You 
know, one thing I have learned is 
that, once you are saved and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, you 
want to share it with the whole 
world because you got it and 
now you wish that everybody 
else would get it. It’s the zeal 
that we have for Christ that 
makes us feel this way. Also, His 
commandment tell us to do this 
(Mk. 16:15, 16.) 


Saints let us all be stedfast in our 
decision to live for Christ, such 
as the case was with Peter. Jesus 
stated, “Upon this rock I will 
build my church and the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it”’ 
(Mt. 16:18.) Let’s stand firm on 
God’s Holy Word and cleave to 
that solid rock (Christ) of our 
salvation.

HELD IN LAS VEGAS, 
NEVADA 


About 146,000 people will die 
around the world within the 
next 24 hours and.most of them 
will not know Christ; as I write 
this, over 2 billion people 
around, the world will go to bed 
hungry tonight and many others 
don’t even have a bed...that is 
the missions challenge that we 
are confronted with today, the 
greatest challenge facing the 
church. 


Being saved ourselves, we tend 
to lose sight on the lost and 
suffering in our own country. 
Living in the United States, 
many of us do not have a burden 


for the poverty, hungry, or 
primitive lifestyles experienced 
in other parts of the world. The 
Western Regional Conference 
held in February 4-6, 1982 
focused attention on the needs 
of the world and then prepared 
us to say “Lord, what will thou 
have me to do?” 


PURPOSE 


The purpose or goal of the 
Regional Conference was to help 
the local church develop a strong 
balanced missions program. We 
attempted to do this by 
developing pastors, ministers, 
missionaries and lay members 
with me Biblical view of the 
local church as God’s primary 
organism for world evangelism. 
We taught them how to 
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penetrate the major religions and 
cults of the world with the 
Gospel, ways to meet the needs 
of the  under-privileged, to 
developing a local church 
missions program, to sharing 
God’s Word and an enthusiastic 
spirit that aches to reach out to 
a lost world.

Interestingly, a petite miss who 
wants to appear larger will 
purchase a print dress, and a 
large woman who desires to look 
smaller will chose a dark color 
solid frock. 


Foremost, the way that the 
Omniscient God makes His 
choice is a mystery and beyond 
the scope of mere man’s 
knowledge. “For as the heavens 
are higher than the earth, so are 
my ways higher than your ways, 
and my thoughts than your 
thoughts.

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could not raise my arm shoulder 
high, comb my hair properly zip 
my clothes, nor place my right 
hand on my hip. I swatted a fly 
and groveled to the floor in pain. 
If my arm was brushed against, I 
would nearly scream for the pain 
was So great. 


I consulted a_ specialist in 
Champaign. Each visit and 
expensive medication only 
worsened the condition. My arm 
was frozen stiff. The specialist 
explained he could operate and 
break the bone loose, but there 
was a danger of the cartilage 
pulling loose, which would only 
make a worse condition.

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college president, and as good a 
financier as a banker, and in the 
midst of it all, he has to be so 
good a diplomat that he could 
umpire a baseball game between 
the Knights of Columbus and 
the Klu Klux Klan. 


The ministry is a free life, and 
yet it is a confining life. It is free 
in that you generally set your 
own schedule, and to a certain 
extent control your own time. 
You punch no clock, you turn in 
no detailed reports of your 
activities, yet you are expected 
to be on call 24 hours a day, 7 
days in a week, 52 weeks in the 
year. There is no list of 
responsibilities handed you, yet 
you had better fulfill them all. 
You are not your own. Neither 
is your family, your home, your 
car, your time. A lady who was 
brought up in a manse wrote a 
book of her experiences. The 
Opening sentence in her book 
reads “every other child in the 
world has but two parents, but a 
minister’s children have 300 to 
help bring them up. So it is with 
a minister’s affairs. Every 
individual in the church, and 
many outside the church, are 
ready to tell him and his family 
what they are to do, and how, 
and why. One day the great 
Queen Wilhelmina of the 
Netherlands was standing on the 
balcony of her palace to greet 
thousands of her citizens who 
had gathered in the courts and 
streets below. Her little princess 
was standing proudly beside her. 
she said,“‘Mother, do all of those 
people belong to us?” The wise 
Queen replied, ““No, dear, we 
belong to all of those people.” 
And I am glad that this is so. I 
would not have it otherwise. I 
have always been proud that we 
have belonged to our people. 


But there is a great price that a 
minister must pay for this. It is 
the price of loneliness. One 
goes into the ministry because 
he loves people, and then he 
finds that he must be denied the 
warmth of their close fellowship, 
and the intimacy of their love. 
One can have no close friends 
within the congregation, for this 
invites criticism. Neither can he 
and his wife have close friends 
outside the congregation, for 
then people ask, ‘“What’s the 
matter with our own people?” 
This is the price that must 
always be paid by leadership. A 
picture comes to mind of the 
late President Kennedy. It was 
taken during the Cuban crisis. 
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You see him standing before a 
window looking out over the 
quiet lawn of the White House, 
struggling within himself with a 
great and dangerous problem, 
and he stands there all alone. 
And there are few people 
outside the ministry who can 
better understand what that 
means. Believe it or not, while 
we are always working with 
people, this is an extremely 
lonely life. 


But inspite of all of this, the 
rewards and privileges are so 
much more that you gladly 
endure the pain for the pleasure. 


In what other work can one 
spend his life with the great 
minds of all time. This is a life of 
continual study, which means 
that you are always picking the 
great minds of the thinkers in a 
dozen areas of life,-theologians, 
yes, but historians, sociologists 
psychologists, philosophers, 
scientists, newsmen and editorial 
writers, politicians and 
statesmen, educators, geriatrics, 
youth,-you name it. What a 
stimulating experience this is! 


And how rewarding it is to 
spend a lifetime in an in-depth 
study of the Holy Scriptures. 
The Bible is the most stimulating 
and fascinating book that 
anyone could ever read. Its 
treasures are “buried deep, and 
anyone who searches seriously 
for them is rewarded with gems 
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that are of greater value than 
diamonds and pearls, for the 
Bible speaks about life in all of 
its grandeur and beauty and 
eternal worth. How thrilling it is 
to make such discoveries again 
and again and again and again, 
and to share them with others! 
While it is such a wonderful 
privilege to serve people, and it 
is a rich privilege, it is our 
highest privilege to serve the 
Lord Christ in this special way. I 
suppose that many a time Peter 
or James or John often 
wondered, “Why did Jesus stop 
by our boat and call me?” And 
why did he call me? Only that 
one time, like with young Isaiah, 
I replied, ‘Lord, here am I. Send 
me.” To be what St. Paul called 
an “Ambassador for Christ” is 
for me life’s highest calling and 
most distinctive honor. I have 
treasured the years that I have 
walked by his side, to speak his 
words of love and peace and 
healing and hope, yes, and of 
life. For this privilege alone I 
would be forever humble and 
grateful beyond measure. I know 
of no other way that I would 
rather dedicate those valued 40 
years of my brief life. For this I 
will forever praise him.
